It was agreed between Belits and Beyer that the latter would report to the 
SFS upon his return that the secretary has been in West Germany for owe r a 
year* Her name bad not been mentioned by Belits. The only persons working 
in Belits 9 office mere his wife and daughter. When Beyer inquired about a 
flight that Belits had made to West Germany, the latter had gotten quite 
suspicious of Beyer's motives, had spoken of his ccnfldent&ll relationship 
with clients, etc. Belits had then gotten rid of Beyer then by claiming 
pressure of business. Hopefully, this answer to the 8F8 would induce It to 
drop the operation and relieve the pressure upon Beyer. When Belits reported 
the matter to CARBOHYDRATE, the latter requested to meet Beyer if possible, 
should the latter appear again. 

b. A copy of the opinion (Gutachten) which CADRDIT had sent to the BJIAV 
re Sigurd Tharow's application for political recognition. This contained the 
name of the sister who lives with Hansen R Anneoarie n • (C had stated earlier 
that the name of this sister was unknown.) C. agreed to get the BMAV file 
upon the Tharow sister^ if possible.
